Mr, punster proposed language to overcome a potential rejection therewith by maWng the claimed tube normally, axially 
extended. The Examiner thought that this would read on the intermediate (Figure 2) embodiment of Nlssenkorcu We 
also discussed the Section 112 rejections and came to a general agreement about what has support In this regard.
